Real Farmers of Matanuska Colony. 
Enthusiastic Over Soil Qualities 


Black Loam, Loaded With Humus, Au Awaits Tilling. ‘Killer’ 
Mosquitoes Present New Problem for 
Pioneers in Alaskan Valley.

can’t find a man among the unshaven, 
tobacco-spitting old-timers who inhabit 
this wild Matanuska valley who 
speaks badly of its soil. Even the 
dour boys back in the hills, who, 
since Klondike days, have been “clean 
mad for the muck called gold,” con- 
cede its fertility. 

Small wonder then that not one of 
the new colonists from Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Minnesota has uttered 
a complaint against the soil they have 
come to till. 

Take Nicholas Weiler, of Medford, 
Wis. He digs his booted toe into 


pile and holds it between his cupped 
hands. 

“Ssee this?” he inquired, “You 
can’t beat it. There's nothing like it 
where I come from. We had sand 
and a lot of it—red and yellow. Even 
the sand is black as coal here. It’s 
loaded with humus. All you got to 
do is work it up and then plant it. 
Then leave your crops to the land and 
it'll push ’em up. We've got a hold 
of some land here that’ll really pro- 
duce.” 

“This is the kind of soil a farmer 
dreams about,” Arvid Johnson, of 
Crystal Falls, Mich., adds. “I saw 
in a road cut where the loam was 
12 feet deep.” 

Sterile Lands Behind. 

The land does make an impression 
on anyone who knows anything about 
farming, especially when compared 
with the sterile stuff the colonists 
abandoned. 

Undoubtedly some of the soil in the | 
valley is sour. But, even though 
some sour acres are found on the} 
tracts, commercial fertilizer could re- 


or two. 

Director Don Irwin plans that the 
colonists’ main cash crops will be 
peas, cabbage, potatoes, carrots, pafs- 
nips, beets, turnips, onions, lettuce 
and various berries and fruits. He 
expects wheat, oats, rye, hay, barley 
and flax to be principally for subsust- 


ence. 

“This soil can’t be beat for any 
of that stuff,” he tells the colonists. 
“You'll be amazed at the way things 
grow.” 

The colonists already have been 
amazed by the stories of how things 
grow—grass four and five feet high, 
beets as big as a man’s head, straw- 
berries the size of coffee cups. But 


and night merge into day with hardly 
an our of darkness, and when you 
cup Matanuska’s soil in your hands 
and sniff its sweetness, you're in- 
clined to explode, as Perle Archer, of 
Cumberland, did: 

“Brother, let me at that land. It’s 
beautiful. It makes me want to get 
down and roll in it.” 

“Killer Mosquitoes.” 

Into the Matanuska valley with the 
new colonists came 18 miles of mos- 
quito netting, for mosquitoes kill men 
in Alaska. 

The snaggle-toothed prospectors who 
come out of the foothills rising from 
the valley on three sides have some 
mighty, mighty stories to tell about 
mosquitoes. Perhaps they do a little 
stretching for the goggle-eyéd Tolo- 
nists, but personal experience already 
has lent credibility to their tales. 

Every foot of that mosquito net- 
ting, finely knitted and a yard wide, 
has been distributed among the set- 
tlers. Citronella,

“I know of one man_ who fell 
in a creek and built a fire to dry 
his clothes,” Stewart related. “His 
clothes fell into the fire and burned 
up. He was three miles from camp. 
He decided he'd make a run for it, 
despite the mosquitoes. He dashed 
into camp and collapsed. His body 
was covered. with bites. He was 
raving. The mosquitoes had driven 
him mad—and he hadn’t got into a 
real swarm of them either. 

“They almost got me that way once. 
I was making a hike on a survey. 
The mosquitoes had hummed around 
my head netting for hours. It’s enough 
to drive you nuts. Then my glove 
clasp came loose and they swarmed 
That got me. There | 
was a lake there, and I ran into it | 
up to my neck. I had gone almost | 
mad. I had to stay there a half- | 
hour composing my thoughts.” 

Extraordinary care must be taken, | 
especially while sleeping, that no part | 
of the body touches the protective | 
netting. If it does, the vicious little | 
mosquitoes rush to the attack. | 

Of course, many an Alaskan gray- | 
beard allows that nowadays the “lite | 
tle ‘skeeters ain’t nearly so vicious | 
nor the big ’uns so big’ as when they 
first hit the territory.

FOR HIGHWAYS IN 1934 


Audit Shows $138,659,353 
Has Been Spent on Georgia 
Roads Since 1919. 


Highway and bridge contracts to- 
taling $24,284,377 were awarded dur- 
ing 1934, bringing the total road out- 
lay in Georgia since 1919 to $1538,- 
659,353, an audit by State Auditor 
Tom Wisdom completed yesterday re- 
veals. The audit was reported to the 
Govenor. | 

Of the contracts awarded during 
1934 the funds were provided about 
equally from state and federal sources, 
$11,907,516 being furnished by the 
state and $12,376,860 by the federal 
government. 

The audit showed that with total 
operating expenses for the department 
mounting to $12,786,314 during the 
year, one of the highest in history, 
the administrative costs or overhead, 
was only $281,163, the lowest figure in 
many years. The total operating ex- 
penses include only state funds. In 
addition to the $11,907,516 spent for 
construction work and the overhead 
cost $1,221,148 was expended for 
maintenance of roads.

The calabash tree, which grows in 
tropical places, also produces gourds 
of a sort; but the tree is not of the 
same family as the vine. 

My friend, Rev. H. Randel Look- 
abill, is an expert on gourds. In com- 
pany with his father, he gathered 
gourds and gourd seeds from man 
lands, and made a “gourd garden” 
such as never had been known be- 
fore. All told, they raised or. ob- 
tained 136 kinds of gourds and later 
formed a gourd museum, which was 
visited by thousands of persons. 

The Lookabills were not content 
with growing gourd: in their natural 
forms. They also brought forth 
gourds of special shapes, and one of 
these became a violin! 

To “grow” the ‘violin, Dr. Looka- 
bill prepared a wooden mold in the 
shape of a violin box, and placed a 
small gourd inside it. By the end 
of the summer the gourd grew to such 
size that it filled the mould. Then 


‘the wood was removed, ad the gourd 
' was left in the shape of a violin. 


I saw this gourd not long ago. With 
strings and other trimmings, it had 
become a violin! Although I did not 
hear anyone play on if, I am told that 
it has given forth swe@t music.

ARE OPPOSED IN SENATE 


Measure Sent to Conference; 
Ramspeck Amendment 


Draws Fire. 


: WASHINGTON, June 20.—(P)— 
A tiff over some of the amendments 
added to the Wagner labor disputes 
bill by the house was forecast today 
when the senate refused to accept 
them and sent the bill to conference 
for negotiation. 

Chairman Walsh, of the senate la- 
bor committee, who was appointed to 
head the senate conferees, said he 
would call a meeting as soon as the 
house appointed conferees. Other rep- 
resentatives of the senate in the con- 
ference will be Senators Murpby, 
democrat, Iowa, and Murray, demo- 
crat, Montana; Borah, republican, 
Idaho, and La Follette, progressive, 
Wisconsin. 

The senate bil: provided for “ma- 
jority rule’ in determining representa- 
tives of employes for collective bar- 
gaining. The house committee amend- 
ed this to provid» that the Labor Re- 
lations Board should decide whether 
the majority should be of “an em- 
ployer unit, craft unit, plant unit or 
other unit.” 

On the floor of the house an amend- 
ment by Representative Ramspeck, 
democrat, Georgia, was added to this 
language to provide that “no unit 
shall include the employes of more 
than one employer.” 

This was the provision which sen- 
ate friends of the measure were study- 
ing most closely. They were not yet 
sure of its effect. 

Chairman Connery, of the house 
labor committee, vigorously opposed 
the amendment on the house floor, 
contending it would have an adverse 
effect on unions which have contracts 
with an entire industry, such as the 
United Mine Workers. a 

Ramspeck argued that the provision 
would prevent forcing workers into 
agreements who did not want to be 
represented by a union. He contend- 
ed that the majority of employes in 
a single plant might be controlled by 
employes in other plants. 


‘HUEY LONG TO CARRY 
AD TAX TO HIGH COURT 


NEW ORLEANS, La., June 20,— 
| (UP)—Senator Huey Long’s state 
administration today obtained permis- 
sion to appeal to the United States 
supreme court from a federal injunc- 
tion that prohibits the state to col- 
lect a 2 per cent gross tax on news- 
paper advertising. 

The injunction was granted sev- 
eral months ago by a three-judge fed- 
eral court, on the grounds that it 
was a discriminatory tax and denied 


the 14th amendment. 

The tax applied to newspapers with 
more than 20,000 weekly circulation. 
The court did not pass on the free- 
dom of the press question, which the 
newspapers also raised, Publishers 
also charged that it was a “spite” 
law, invoked by Long against news- 
papers that opposed him.
